Mob Law. 



Chief Justice Bleckley, of Georgia, 
recently delivered an address before 
the Bar Association of that State, 
which puts mob law in its true light. 
He shows the distinction between the 
mob and the people, practically si 
lencing the argument urged in man; 
quarters that the people being the 
rulers, can at any time tako the law 
into their own hands. "In such mat- 
ter!," urges Justice Bleckley, "the 
people cannot act otherwise than 
through their legimatc agents. By 
appointing these agents and commit 
ting all punitive power into thci 
hands, to be exercised In the name o 
the peoplo and for the good of tin 
people, the people renounced com 
pletely and for ever all right and 
power to transact such business in 
person or by means of their own 
rect intervention." Mobs are not the 
people, but seceders for the time be- 
ing from organized society, outraging 
its fundamental principles and tramp- 
ling on its institutions. The making 
ot laws by mobs would not be coun- 
tenanced, nor should the administra- 
tion of law by a mob find favor. 
"Anything which assumes to be bet- 
ter and tends to make itself bigger 
than the jury is out of place," says 
Chief Justice Bleckley, "whero trial 
by jury is an institution of the county 
and forms the chief bulwark for the 
security of persons and property. 
Society works by and through estab- 
lished institutions, and can work 
wisely and safely in no other way. 
To weaken or discredit these institu- 
tions is to enfeeble the government 
and bring authority into contempt. 
This is good doctrine for Georgia 
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not now. With a Republican party 
in convention assembled declaring in 
plain and unequivocal terms for the 
Force Bill, which, as Whitelaw Beid'l 
paper says, "is good for thirty tariff 
bills," uo Democrat can afford to lend 
aid or comfort to the enemy.

What la Tha Foroa Bill? 

The Itepubllcau declaration* in 1888 
in faror of a bill regulating elections ; 
the recommendation* In the message* 
of President Harrison, which brought 
forth the Lodge-Davenport bill ; the 
reaffirmation in the Republican plat- 
form of 1892 of a demand for such a 
bill, and a declaration to the effect 
that the party will "nevor relax" its 
efforts until such a bill is secured, 
make* it necessary for every Demo- 
crat, whether he intends to vote for 
Weaver or Cleveland, fully to under- 
stand the nature and the scope of the 
measure. 

The Courier-Journal has published 
this bill sevoral times, but it takes a 
lawyer to analyze such a bill and 
show how it would operate. The 
best dissection of the Force bill from 
the standpoint of the lawyer is that 
made by Speaker Crisp. In a letter 
to his constitu tents, acknowledging 
his rcnominatlon.Mr. Crisp calls their 
attention to the three great issues up- 
on which Republicans and Democrats 
divide. These are the Tariff, 
Force bill and economy in public 
pcndltures. In discussing the Force 
bill Judge Crisp says: 

"The Republican party is pledged 
to the enactment of a Federal Election 
law. I have before me, as I write, 
the bill passed by the last Republican 
House on that subject. This bill may 
be fairly considered as an authorita- 
tive expression of the kind and char- 
acter of lav-, which Republican suc- 
cess at the next election will inflict 
upon us. 

"I can not within the proper scope of 
such a letter as this, enumerate all its 
remarkable provisions. 

"It gives to the Judges of the 
United States Circuit Courts the pow- 
er of appointing election officers of 
the States. It gives to the election 
-officers so appointed the power 
designate an unlimited number of 
Deputy Marshals, who may be em 
ployed for a number of days prior tt 
■each electiou, at *5 per day. (A 
thousand or more might be appoin 
ted in each Congressional district it 
•Georgia.) 

s "It authorizes the use of the armiei 
the United States to preserve the 

at the polls. 
'•It gives to the Judges of tho 
niled States Courts the power 
appointing a canvassing or returning 
board for each State, who -hall certi- 
whom tho people have elected to

This 1* a 
mockery of responsibility."

"It authorizes such officers to make 
a house to-house canvass, to ascertain 
thd legality of any registered voter. 

It provides for the payment of all 
these officers out of the Federal treas- 
ury, and authorizes the employment 
of many of them for as much as eight 
days before an election. 

*Af& anally, it makes permanent ap- 
propriation of your money lor the 
execution of the law. 

This enumeration ot the provisions 
of the bill, meager though it is, must 
make it plain to all men that if it were 
enacted into law, the people \v< 
lose all voice in tho selection or i 
trol of the officers who manage 
certify the result of their election. 

/. Judge of the Circuit Court of the 
United States, who is himself appoint- 
ed by the President and holds his of- 
fice for life, appoints the election offi- 
cers. All these Judges, savo two, are 
Republican iu politics. If election 
officers abuse or betray their trust, 
they are not responsible to tho peo- 
ple. The source of their power and 
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vance the interests of his party, abuses 
his trust, he would not— should this 
bill become a law— be responsible to 
the people. Our Constitution intend- 
ed that he should be, and to that end 
lodged iu the people's representatives 
iu Congress the power of impeach 
incut, but this law removes that 
responsibility by permitting 
tho appointee of the Judge to 
tannine who is your duly elected Rep- 
resentative.

Pickled Peaohea. 

Thoro Is no more universally ap- 
proved pickle than this. Tako good, 
ripe |ieaches— freestones, if you can 
get thorn, If not tako the Lemon 
Cling, whose excellent flavor will, In a 
measure, make up for the annoyance 
of the adhesive pit. Peel the poaches 
with a small, sharp silver knife, or re- 
move their skins by the quicker pro 
cess of soakiug them five minutes— 
not more — in boiling water, and rub- 
bing with a rough towel. The skin of 
the fruit will come off by this process 
with the utmost ease. Have your 
spiced vinegar ready, well skimmed 
aud boiliikg. A safo proportion is 
quart of vinegar to three pounds of 
sugar, into which put in a gauze bag, 
half au ownce each of stick cinnamon 
aud whole cloves, with two pepper- 
corns and a piece of ginger as b'ig at 
thumb. Put iu fruit enough te 
u\lo covered with tho liquor — 
the amount as above directed wil 1 
take about seven pounds 
peaches— and put a plate dver them 
while cooking to keep the top layer 
from rising out of the. liquor. Then 
simmer gently till tho fruit is quite 
sofi, wheu it should be carefully taken 
out aud put iu a stone jar, aud the 
vinegar poured over It while hot. 
Seal immediately aud put away.—

This I art led the elerks in H. II. Tain- 
men's curiosity store In Denver to tho 
idea of setting up a fight between a 
huge and lively tarantula and a rat- 
tlesnake, says an Arizona exchange. 

Before the fight tho odds were ten 
to one in favor of the snake, and there 
were few takers. The proprietor was 
not in at the time, and the clerks had 
closed the store for tho night, so there 
was not much danger of interrupt!* 
The big snake was driven into c 
end of his cage, and a partition 
down to keep him safe, so tho tan 
tula could be introduced. 

The little sliding door at the other 
end, carefully protected by a closely 
woven wire screen, was raised, and 
the tarantula slipped into the com- 
partment. Then the partition was 
pulled up, and eager eyos peered 
through the glass sides of the cage to 
witness tho result. The tarantula 
arose and bristled all over like a chest- 
nut burr, the raltlesnako roared its 
head and thrust forth its forked 
tongue with the rapidity of lightning. 
Suddenly there was heard tho thrill- 
ing whirr of the snake's rattles, and 
with the pliancy of a steel spring the 
snake threw himself into a ooil, with 
his head raised in the center and vi- 
brating rapidly from side to side. 
The tarantula was as immovable as if 
carved in stone. 

Suddenly, with a motion almost too 
swift for the eye to follow, the rattler 
struck, but he missed his mark, for 
the tarantula, with tho speed of light- 
ning, bounded into the air, and, de- 
scending on one of the serpent's coils, 
sank his fangs into the flesh. -The 
snake instantly began thrashing 
around the cage aud dislodged his 
foe. 

Again the tarantula became im 
movable, aud again the serpent coiled 
and struck, ouly to be foiled. Fin 
seemed to fly from the eyes of both 
the contestants, and both appeared to 
know that it was A fight to the death 
There was now a tremulous motion 
visible in every limb of 'tho tarantula 
and it was evident that he was con- 
templating offensive measures. With 
tho leap of a tiger he bounded upon 
his foe and once more sank his fangs 
into tho body of the snake. This time 
was in vain for the serpent to writhe 
d flounder, for the tarantula clung 
his enemy with tho tenacity of a 
bulldog. The spider was bruised and 
beaten, some of his legs were broken, 
but ho held on with desperate courage, 
aud gradually the efforts of the rattler 
grew weaker, until at last hi* roils 
relaxed, aud with ouly a faint vibra- 
tion of his tail ho lay stretched oul 
upon the bo'toin of his cage, dead. 
Tho deadly venom of the tarantula 
had done its work. 
The fight lasted only ten minutes, 
id was a most thrilling exhibition of 
ferocity aud courage. The quickness 
of motion exhibited by tho tarantula 
was marvelous, aud through it he 
avoided being struck by the serpent. 
Tho dead serpent was evidence 
igainst the clerks, and they had to 
■oiifess to tho proprietor that I 
had introduced the tarantula to 
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The cellar should be dry, well ligh 
ted and ventilated nou-freezing, am 
at least seven and a half feel in 
heigth.

its high-price mouth hissea in the car 
of the manufacturers that they arc the 
sole beneficiaries of the high tariff; 
that the Republicans have made them 
fat at tho expense of the consumers, 
and tnat unless they part with some 
of this adipose tissue for the purpose 
of buying votes the wicked 
traders will bring on an era of 
prices that will drive them out of busi- 
ness.

A man blames the hens when eggs 
are scarce and in demand, and ho has 
none to sell. Is not the blame well 
placed at his door when a comfortable 
house and proper diet have never 
been theirs? He argues that the 
manger rack in tho horse stable under 
the baru is good enough for any 
chicken, the dung heap ample to pro- 
vide them with a living. 

Feather farming ought to pay. 
Geese and ducks are the fowls for this 
purpose Good, clean, geese feathers 
will command at least forty cents per 
pound. For this one revenue It 
would pay a farmer to keep a number 
of White China or Toulouse geese. 
They aro a hardy fowl aud roar 
meadows and fields in search of food 
and live well on much that a chi 
would not touch.

It 
hisses in the ears of tho farmers that 
under the McKinlcy bill the price of 
farm products has gone up nearly 20 
per cent., while the cost of the neces- 
saries of life has declined. Then it 
glides away without waiting to 
plain how it happens that farm 
ducts are not necessaries of life. 

Such is the meaning of the allegory 
of the reversible snake. The mistake 
in detail was made in separating the 
changes by a period of six months. 
The reversible snake of protection can 
change the character of its mouth a 
dozen times a day, when tho exigen- 
cies of a campaign render it desirable, 
—Courier-Journal. 
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as well as shade. At tho proper sea- 
son plant two or three trees in the 
field and build a permanent fence 
about them.

Straw is very good nesting mater- 
ial for laying hens. Sawdust is also 
used and is quite cleanly and conven- 
ient. For sitting hens tobacco stems 
keep away vermin, insuring a close, 
steady sitting, which brings more 
chicks when the time arrives for 
hatching. The material for nests 
should bo renewed every other week, 
and some supply it once a week. 
With clean quarters and a quiet, so 
eluded nest, the flock will do excel 
lent work throughout the season. 

Wheat has and will continue to b( 
one of tho best foods for laying hens 
as it contains the elements that stimu- 
late egg production. Ileus will al- 
ways eargerly consume as/ much 
wheat as is fed to them. It is bost to 
little moderate in its use, owing 
to its fattening qualities, as fat hens 
soon forget how, to lay. Some feed 
screenings, or broken wheat, but no 
fanner who raises his own grain 
should consider for a moment the use 
of anything but souud old wheat. 

Failure often comes from attempt- 
ing too much. A single variety of 
pure-bred fowls, turkeys, ducks, or 
geese can all be raised on tho same 
farm without danger of intermixing. 
Better to handle six varieties and be 
successful than two dozen and only 
partially succeed. Specialty farming, 
stock raising, fruit culture aud horti- 
culture aro not successful together, 
being surrounded with all about you 
on the same farm. Unless ample 
capital with intelligent management 
is provided, the farm cauuot do well 
As the egg of the hen contaii 
nearly all tho elements constitute 
the human body, it is reasonable 1 
suppose that a flock of hens require 
constant variety of food to make up 
the egg. It should, therefore, be the 
aim of poultry raisers to study the 
feeding of fowls economically aud 
judiciously, keeping the qucston of 
ogg-forming materials always in view. 
The success we read about by large 
poultry breeders, lies hidden in their 
knowledge of how to feed — which 
they have discovered by observation 
and study.— American Agriculturist.

The table-land- and mountain val- 
leys to tho west of the Great Plains, 
are subject to several insect pests as 
injurious as the famous Colorado po- 
tato beetle. C. P. Gillette (B. 19) has 
studied the native fruit tree leaf-roll- 
ing moths, the larva of which oat the 
nig foliage of orchard and forest, 
i cnrl the older leaves with webs 
for hiding places. In this stage they 
can be destroyed by spraying with 
London purple or Paris green. The 
grapevine loaf-hopper and tho West 
currant and gooseberry span 
worm aro resisted by spraying witl 
kerosene emulsion. All the goose 
berries and currants stung by tin 
t fly should be gathered and burn 
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serious pest in the Missouri valley. 
All stems infested with the imiortod 
currant-borer should bo cut and burn- 
ed early in the spring. Inse t powder 
aud kerosene emulsion are recom- 
mended for the spotted bean beetle 
and for the squash-root maggot. The 
weevils in ripe garden and field peas 
be killed by the fumes of bisul- 
phide of carbon in a tight box. — Amor- 
l Agriculturist.
